Washington, DI C., April 17.—[Special.]— 
The serious and frequent accidents to the 
battleships of the United States navy have 
caysed much concern to the administration. 
Grave problems have been presented by the 
series of accidents to the warships, and the 
naval officials are alarmed over the outlook 
and are wondering to what extent the 
strength of the navy has been impaired. 

It is feared that many of the battleships 
will have to be equipped with new guns of 
large caliber, necessitating the expenditure 
of millions of dollars, The heavy gun prac- 
tice may have to be abandoned; stronger 
turrets and gun mounts supplied; boilers of 
an improved and more substantial character 
adopted, and a new gun factory for supply- 
ing the armament for battleships may have 
to be erected. 

The unfortunate and costly accidents to the 
battleships Illinois, Iowa, and Maine, some of 
which involved the loss of life, have attract- 
ed the attention of naval officials to the con- 
dition of the navy. Recently the sea boarded | 
the battleship Illinois and the deck sank to 
such an extent that when waves wash the 
decks the water remains there. The fact 
that breakers sunk the deck several inches 
indicates that the superstructure of the ves- 
sel is faulty and it will require a large ex- 
penditure to strengthen this ship.

Only a short time ago the Maine returned 
from the practice cruise in deplorable con- 
dition. This vessel will be put in 4@ry dock, 
where it will remain for six months, under- 
going repairs as a result of the trip. The 
boilers are badly damag2d, caused by their 
failure to stand the test of fire or by being 
overfired. 

The superstructure of the vessel i$ shaken 
badly and the newest ship of the navy isin 
a serious condition. This was caused by the 
target practice. In firing the twelve inch 
guns the turrets were damaged and the gun 
mounts and decks were sprung badly. The 
mounts of the secondary battery of the ship 
are damaged badly. 

It will cost about $500,000 to repair the 
Maine, but the most serious aspect of the 
case is that tha other new ships of the navy 
are equipped with the same type of boilers as 
those of the Maine. It may be necessary to 


* 


Still another serious accident happened to 
one crack battleship, the Iowa. During the 
target practice off Pensacola one of the 
twalve inch guns of the Iowa exploded, the 
fragments crashing through three decks, 
wrecking them and killing three men and 
wounding four others. 

It is estimated that $400,000 will be required 
to put the Iowa in fighting shape again, and 
this vessel will be in dry dock for months. 

While there is much uneasiness because of 
the weakness of the superstructure of the 
gun mounts of the ttrrets, and the apparent 
defects in the new type of boilers, the ques- 
tion which is giving the most concern is that 
of the guns. It is feared that the Massa- 
chusetts, the Puritan, the Terror, the Oregon, 
the Indiana, the Texas, and the other ships 
of the navy will have to be equipped with new 
heavy armament—that is, the ten and twelve 
inch guns. 

The accident on the Iowa has demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of some of the naval offi- 
cers that the life of a big gun is between 
100 and 125 shots, while others claim the 
life is 300 shots. Before the Spanish war it 
was claimed that these monster guns were 
good for about 100 shots. The gun of the 
Iowa which exploded had been fired 128 
times. 


| 

President Roosevelt has insisted on the 
gun crews having practice with the big guns 
to enable the men to be better qualified to 
fire with great precision and accuracy dur- 
ing an actual war. This has been done re- 
sulted. It is asserted by the naval officers 
ness of the guns, if this practice is continued 
and a war should ensue unexpectedly, the 
government would be found totally unpre- 
pared, on account of the disabled condition 
of the guns. 

Therefore, practice with the heavy guns 
may be stopped and the smaller guns be used 
for this purpose. 

Owing to the gun problem confronting the 
navy a board has been appointed to inspect 
the gun factory at the Washington navy 
yard * a view to extending it so as to 
equip it to furnish the guns required. The 
force now works twenty-four hours a day, 
and it is unable to turn out enough guns for 
the ships. 


The other problems presented are receiv- 
ing the thoughtful consideration of the naval 


officials, who hope to settle them satisfac- 


torily. | 

Addtional charges in the postoffice scandal 
were made today which will result in an in- 
vestigation into the methods of those who 
purchase postal cards, twine, and typewrit- 
ers for the use of the department and the 
postoffices throughout the country. The 
branch of the service concerned is the postal 
supply division, of which M. W. A. Lewis is 
chief. It is charged that typewriters have 
been purchased by the department at prices 
ranging from $15 to $30 each above the re- 
tall price. It is charged the Elliot and 
Hatch Book Typewriting company, which 
has branches in Chicago and other large 
cities, has sent its agents to postmasters 
throughout the country and pointed out the 
merits of its machines. The postmasters 
would then make requisitions, which were 
approved in the department. Then it is 
charged that the machines were purchased 
at prices higher than the retail rate.

Ne me Three Additional Candidates. 


Mr. Tatge for Superior judge, against 
Judge Brentano, who will be renominated 
by the republicans, went through by ac- 
clamation. Mr. Tatge got his legal start 
eight years ago, when he was made a re- 
publican justice of the peace through Judge 
Brentano's efforts. Four or five years ago 
he became a democrat. 

After his selection the caucus turned 
its attention to the question of providing 
for the three extra circuit judges. Roger 
C. Sullivan and other leaders claimed to 
have assurances that the legislature will 
pass a bill increasing the number of Circuit 
court judges in Cook county to seventeen.

There was some talk sub- 
sequently to the effect that the convention 
might switch one of the places so as to put 
O’Donnell up among the fourteen. The cau- 
cus adopted a resolution directing the demo- 
cratic members of the legislature to use 
every means possible to secure the enact- 
ment of the law increasing the number of 
circuit judges. 


Mayor Saves Two Old Judges, 

It is understood that Mayor Harrison's 
determination saved at least two of the old 
judges, Adams and Clifford, from being sac- 
rificed. Most of the politicians insisted that 
they should be sidetracked in favor of new 
talent on the ground that since going on the 
bench they had done nothing for their party. 
But the mayor argued that it would be a 
dangerous proceeding: to thus break the 
combination of sihtiting judges. It not only 
opened the way for an attack on Judge Tuley 
and Judge Dunne, he said, but might start 
an independent movement for a nonpartisan 
ticket. 

It was conceded that five of the six attor- 
neys—Walker, Honoré, Black, Barnum, and 
Kersten—who was knocked out of a chance | 
of going to the polls last fall, were entitled 
to another try at becoming judges, and they 
were put on the slate.

GOVERNOR STOPS 
LAKESIDE BETS. 


Durbin of Indiana Says Gamb- 
ling Must Cease or He 
Will Call Out the 
State Troops. 


HINT PASSED TO YATES. 


Attention of the Illinois Execu- 
tive Called to the Inactiv- 
ity of Sheriff Thomas 
Barrett.

In the foregoing order, directed to the 
board of police commissioners of Hammond, 
Ind., Gov. Durbin of Indiana is believed to 
have rung the death knell of the Lakeside 
racetrack and its sure winner methods 
of betting. Without the privilege of selling 
pools on the races held there the track offi- 
clals cannot make the enterprise pay, and 
the track probably wilt be closed as soon 
as the order is put into effect. 

The Hammond police will attempt to exe- 
cute the order today. While any great show 
of resistance is not expected, Sheriff Charles 
Dougherty of Crown Point, Ind., is prepared 
to go to the assistance of the local police on 
short notice. 


Suggestion to Gov. Yates. 

Gov. Durbin's order and its sharp con- 
trast with the inactivity of IHinois and Cook 
county officials toward the large poolroom 
in operation at Evason was called to the at- 
tention of Gov. Yates last evening. 

The fact that the Indiana governor had 
overridden both the local police and the sher- 
iff of Lake county was pointed out, and was 
followed by a suggestion that as Sheriff 
Barrett had failed to take any action against 
the managers of the Evason place, the gov- 
ernor might properly exercise the preroga- 
tive for which Goy. Durbin had set a prece- 
dent.

Want Their Money Back. 

The enforced closing of the racetrack pool- 
rooms and the expected closing of the Lake- 
side track on the fourth day of the race 
meeting there probably will result in an at- 
tempt of the track managers to recover 
$2,400 in license fees which were demanded 
by Mayor Knotts and pais in advance by 
the Lakeside Jockey club, of which James 
O'Leary and John Condon of. Chicago are 
controlling factors. 

The action of the mayor in accepting the 
license fee also may be investigated, and 
hints of sensational developments from that 
source were circulated freely in Hammond 
last evening. 

The onslaught of Chief of Police Cox of 
Hammond with a force of men will be made 
this afternoon. He will be governed by ex- 
plicit orders and no parleying is expected. 

If officials of the jockey club were sincere 
in statements made by them last evening, the 
demand to stop pool selling is a big surprise 
to them. When told of the order of Gov. 
Durbin they professed not to believe it, and 
claimed {t was a canard circulated to injure 
the attendance at the track. 


RReasons for the Order. 

While the governor declined last evening 
to give his reasons for issuing the order, it is 
current talk in Hammond official circles that 
a contest between Mayor Knotts and the 
police board over the question of allowing 
the track to run was a factor in influenc- 
ing the governor’s course. There is also said 
to have been opposition in racing circles to 
the manner in which the Lakeside track has 
been conducted, and persons cognizant of the 
sentiment among the racing public declare 
that outside of the men who are financially 
interested in the track there will be little grief 
over its close. 

The prospect that the interdiction against 
pool selling at Lakeside may be but the be- 
ginning of a general crusade on the Indiana 
racetracks has a disquieting effect in racing 
circles. In a statement made yesterday Gov. 
Durbin intimated that he would be consist- 
ent, and, having ended pool selling at Lake- 
side for the present, there wouid be no more 
pool selling in Indiana while he is chief ex- 
ecutive of the state. 

Foreman Waits on Barrett. 

„Sheriff Barrett will be given the first 

chance to close up the pool room at Evason,“ 
said President Henry G. Foreman of the 
county board yesterday. If he doesn’t 
close it when he gets home then—but we'll 
talk of that when the occasion arises.”’

“CAT FEAR” LATEST DISEASE 
UNDER SCIENTIFIC STUDY. 


If Sight of a Cat Makes You Shudder 
You Have It end if You Feel Its Pres- 
ence Without Seeing It You’re Bad. 


Philadelphia,’ Pa., April 17.—[{Special. ]— 
“Cat fear is a new disease, and Dr. S. 
Weir Mitchell is investigating it. Ifthe sight 
of a cat makes you shudder you have it. If 
you can feel the presence of a cat without 
seeing it you are in one of the advanced 
stages. If you can throw a bootjack at a 
cat in the middle of the night you are 
normal.

BULLET FOR A GONSTABLE 


W. D. KRUSE WOUNDED WHILE 
. TRYING TO SEIZE PROPERTY, 


Raids Office of Dr. John Kercher, Who 
Fires at Intruder, Bullet Taking Er- 
fect in the Right Lung—Physician 
Treats Wound of His Victim, Sum- 
mons Police, and Submits to Arrest 
—Prisoner Tells Story of Suit in a 
Rural Justice Shop. 


While attempting to prevent seizure of his 
property on a judgment, Dr. John Kercher 
shot and dangerously wounded W. D. Kruse, 
a constable of Franklin Park, at 8 o'clock last 
night, and then telephoned for the police 
that he might surrender himself. 

Constable Kruse, accompanied by an assist- 
ant, James A. Bollan, 340 Park avenue, and 
by an attorney for the American and Cana- 
dian Mercantile agency, Randolph and La 
Salle streets, visited the office of the physi- 
clan at Twenty-fourth street and Indiana 
avenue, and notified him that they had come 
to serve an attachment secured by the Mer- 
cantile company and to seize the doctor’s 
X-ray machine. 

Dr. Kercher refused to allow the constable 
to attach his property, and when the invad- 
ing force had started away to secure a dray 
he attempted to lock the door. The men 
outside detected the ruse a returned to 
forcea passage. 


Constable Shot in Right Lung. 

While the physician was holding the door 
the constable ran shouting: 
Stop that!“ 

Then, Dr. Kercher reached 
for his revolver and had drawn the handle 
of it from his pocket when Kercher leaped 
to one side, drew his- own pistol, and cried: 

Hands up!“ 

At that moment the physician fired his 
weapon and the bullet struck the constable 
in the right lung. A ragged wound was in- 
flicted, the shot dene fired at such close 
range. 

Dr. Kercher bent over the wounded man, 
who said: 

Don't fire again, Im done . = 

“T'll not,” replied the doctor. T' calla 
policeman,”’ and he telephoned to the station. 


Kercher Cares for His Victim. 

Securing lint and bandages, Dr. Kercher 
then made an effort to stanch the flow of 
blood from the constable’s wound and had 
succeeded when the patrol wagon arrived. 

With the arrival of another physician, sum- 
moned by the constable’s assistant, Dr. 
Kercher accompanied the police and was 
locked in a cell at the Cottage Grové avenue 
station, where he will await the outcome of | 
the constable’s injuries.

Dr. Kercher claims the attachment was 

illegal, and said that when the constable got 
ugly he has visions of Greenberg and his 
methods. 
When I saw him reach for his hip pocket 
I knew he was going after a gun. I covered. 
him with my revolver just as he was draw- 
ing his from his pocket, and Isaid: ‘ Hold ? 
up your hands.’ He didn’t do it. but pulled 
the gun out further. Just then I fired; I 
don’t know how I did it. The bullet struck 
him in the chest, and he fell to the floor at 
my feet.“ 

Kruse was taken to Mercy haspital and 
his companions departed without securing 
the X-ray machine.

Springfield, III., April 17.—[Spectal.]—The 
Lindly municipal ownership bill has been 
presented to the house. It is a special or- 
der for consideration by the body for 
Wednesday. It went through the commit- 
tee on municipal ownership by the use of 
the gavel in Chairman Lindly’s hands, and 
the same instrument, operated by Speaker 
Miller, sent it to second reading in the house. 

In a like fashion, a minority report of five 
members of the committee was ignored. 

The bill answers the description given yes“ 
terday as short and concise,” but it con- 
tains one provision which, in the opinion 
of sincere friends of municipal ownership, 
makes it absolutely valueless. This Is 
clause forbidding the operation of street 
railways taken by a mortgagee under c 
closure for longer than three years. 


No Hope to Sell Certificates. 

It is held that this proviso would make the 
sale of street railway certificates impossible 
and thus effectually block all hope of municl~ 
pal ownership. 

It is even suggested by some here tonight 
that the Lindly bill is a carefully prepared 
plan for those who are unalterably opposed 
to municipal ownership to place the blame 
for defeat on the people of Chicago them- 
selves. The members who all along have 
shown a disposition to refuse Chicago the 
enabling act it wanted, with the passage of 
this bill can say they have given the big city 
the measure it asked providing for the pur- 
chase of the traction system, and if Chicago 
does not like it the legislature will be too 
busy to go over it all again at the en 
session. 


Four Referendums in the Bill. 3

Lindly Declares Bill Good. 


Chairman Cicero J. Lindly, speaking for the 
majority of his committee, made this state- 
ment es to the merits of the new bill: 

The committee bill gives the people of 
Chicago what their representatives said they 
wanted, and it protects the people of Chi- 
cago from the possibility of the traction 
companies getting anything the people do 
not want them to have. 

In other words, this is an absolute munici- 
pal ownership law, without any traction 
company jokers. 

“The first section gives an absolute en- 
abling act. This is the club the city asked 
to give it to help make a bargain with the 
traction companies. 

It also provides for municipal acquisition 
- by purchase through the issue of city bonds. 
All admit this is impossible now. But if the 


city gets a new charter it will be then within ‘ 


reach. 

“That such a new charter is certain to be 
secured there is no doubt. It is impossible 
at this legislature. It certainly will be voted 
to Chicago before the expiration of the twen- 
ty year franchise renewals which Mayor. 
Harrison and everybody else admits must be 
given the present companies this year—pro- 
Viding an enabling act is given Chicago to 
help drive the bargain. At least ten legis- 
latures will meet before these new grants 
run out, and surely Chicago will get her 
bond limit raisdd in this time by a new 
charter amendment. 

“Then as to the three year foreclosure 

Under the Mueller bill some said the 
companies would get the income from city 
operation by buying the certificates, with in- 
terest guaranteed. Then if the city failed 
they could foreclose and under the old bill 
lave twenty years still to operate. This 
meant practically up to forty years for the 


grant. 

“ I believe when the people of Chicago have 
time to think over this new bill they will ap- 
prove it, for it gives them all they want and 
protects them from jobs or tricks of any kind. 

Its language is plain, no double construc- 
tion can be placed on it, nothing is left to im- 
3 d any man who reads it can 

rétand what it means. This was not 
true of the Mueller bill.“ 

Governor Denies Knowledge. 
Gov. Yates took occasion immediately after 
the adjournment of the house to deny em- 
Phatically the statement published in a 
morning paper to the effect that he had been 
consulted in the preparation of the Lindly 
bill.

Representative Shanahan—The three year 
limit on the time in which the mortgagee 
could operate the properties under foreclo- 
sure was put in to guard against any possi- 
ble long term franchise being acquired by 
fereclosure under the act. Personally, I have 
mo confidence in the ability of the city to sell 
such street railway certificates unless the 
purchasers had a hope of procuring a long 
térm franchise under them. If the charter 
amendment is passed then within ten years 
Chicago would be in a position tu have real 
ownership of street railway properties with- 
out conditions. | 

Benator Powers—I don't see where the bill

Miller Did Not Hear It Read. 
‘Speaker Miller—I was busy when the bill 
was read in the house this morning and did 
not hear it, but from what I know about 
it I think it provides for municipal owner- 
ship, and that if is the kind of a bill the peo- 
ple seem to be wanting. The people of Chi- 
cago want municipal ownership and we are 
glad to give it to them. 7 
Representative Stewart-—The enabling 
clause looks good to me so far as that goes. 
The provision as to the issuing of bonds 
is valueless, as we are bonded to the limit 
now. The provision as to certificates in 
section 2 is weak. Three year certificates 
never could be floated. Ze 
Representative Nohe—The bill, in my opin- 
ion, is in the interest of the people of Chi- 
cago, and is precisely what they have been 
asking. Under this law no franchise will 
be given for longer than twenty-three years. 
Representative Gray—I am against the 


‘principle of munjcipal ownership. Still, if 


the people of Chicago must have it, I am 
in favor of giving them a bill in the interest 
of the people and not in the interest of the 
traction companies. The citizens of Chi- 
cago asked us for a bill to be used as a club 
against the street railways, and the street 
railways are insisting or consenting that we 
hand over the club. I am suspicious of a 
bill wanted by both parties to a contro- 
versy. 

Representative Sherman—I cannot see un- 
der the provisions of this bill how the city 
of Chicago will be able to borrow money 
on the strength of certificates.

Representative Walker—As I understand 
it, the only difference between the commit- 
tee bill and the Mueller bill is that the new 
measure provides an enabling act.

INTRACTION BILL 


Mayor and Committeemen 
Criticise Substitute for 
Mueller Measure. 


SCORE 8 YEAR CLAUSE. 


All Hold That This Would Make 
Impossible the Sale of 
Certificates, 


The substitute municipal ownership bill be- 
fore the legislature is condemned, in terms 
of more or less severity, by Mayor Harrison, 
aldermen, and members of the various com- 
mittees who went to Springfield and fought 
for the passage of the Mueller bill. : 

On one point there is united denunciation. 
All- hold that the provision purporting to 
grant the city the right to raise money to 
take over the lines by the issuance of street 
railway certificates is mere buncombe in that 
an absolute preventive of such a step is 
provided in the added condition that, in the 
event of foreclosure after default by the city 
the persons or corporations acquiring rights 
shall be allowed to operate the lines for but 
three years from the date of bringing such 
foreclosure proceedings.“ 

With this provision operative it is held by 
all that no financier would lend a penny on 
such certificates, the only guaranty of se- 
curity being the right, in the event of fore- 
closure of the mortgage, to operate the lines 
for three years. 


Some Good in the Bill. 


There are some champions of municipal 
ownership, notably Judge Tuley, who con- 
tend that the passage of the bill, if itis found 
absolutely imposeibie to-secure anything else 
from the legislature, will insure a gain. The 
act is branded an enabling act which does 
not enable,“ but the optimists contend that 
the first few sentences of the first. clause, 
granting cities the power to “ acquire, own, 
and operate street railways,“ allows margin 
for action and would remove doubt as to the 
legal effect and validity of sucha reservation 
in any grant to the existing companies. 

Judge Tuley from the first has been against 
any outright purchase by certificate issu- 
ance. Even under the substitute bill he as- 
serts that the Toronto plan can be carried 
out—the city, In extension ordinances, mak- 
ing provision to take over the properties at 
the end of the term of the grant, the price to 
be fixed by appraisers. Then, he contends, 
let the city, holding full title to the traction 
properties, lease the lines to a syndicate on 
the highest bidder plan, with the provision 
that this succeeding syndicate shall each 


year set aside a percentage of the earnings— } 


5 or 10 per cent—as a sinking fund. In a 
term of years, he argues, this sinking fund 
will pay the price set on the lines by the out- 
going corporations, and thus the city can 


| acquire complete ownership without the ex- 


penditure of a penny of its money or the issu- 
ance of a single block of certificates or bonds, 
This, he holds, can be done on the first 
sentences of the proposed substitute 
measure. 


Opinions of the Measure. | 


Expressions on the measure follow: 


Mayor Harrison—The three year pro- 


vision kills the certificate plan. How in the 


world could you sell certificates on merely 
a right to operate for three y in the 
event of foreclosure. I don't see why such 
a provision was putin. No financier in the 


country would take certificates or bonds 


on the mere right to operate three years 
if he had to realize on the mortgage. I 
don't believe there would be any danger of 
the city defaulting if it once took over the 
property, but that provision would prevent 
any sale of certificates. 

Judge Edward F. Dunne—The bill is rot- 
ten and should be denounced. The intent 
of that three year provision is absolutely to 
prevent any taking over of the properties 
by the city through the issuance of certifi- 
cates. It would operate most effectively to | 
the purpose intended. The bill looks to be 
the product of an anti-municipal ownership 
clique. 

Ald. Bennett, chairman local transporta- 
tion committee—A cursory reading shows 
the bill weak in the three year provision. 
That would absolutely prevent the sale of 
certificates. No one would lend money .to 
build a plant, and then under foreclosure, 
if that resulted, get only junk. : 

Ald. Mavor—That bill is worthless. Its 
talk of a certificate plan is all nonsense. 
There would be no market and certificates 
could not be sold at 3 cents. It does not 
give the city the right, either, to insert a 


municipal ownership clause in any fran- 
chise contract without first submitting the 


question to the people. That bill leaves the 
city in the same position as it now is. 

John C. Mathis, special counsel for the city 
on traction problem—The three year pro- 
vision would absolutely nullify the certifi- 
cate plan. Only the first few sentences are 
of any value in that they provide municipal 
ownership right to cities. 

Walter L. Fisher, secretary Municipal Vot- 
ers’ league—It has only one possible merit— 
the grant in the first sentence of the bald 
municipal ownership right. The remainder 
of the measure is valueless to Chicago un- 
der its existing legal and financial limita- 
tions. It confers on cities the naked legal 
authority to acquire and operate railways, 
but it denies all practical means of carrying 
this power into operation. 3 5 


Lack of a Condemnation Clause. 


Lack of a condemnation clause is com- 
mented on. Judge Tuley, who urged a 
sweeping provision of this kind in the Muel- 
ler bill, asserts, however, that there is no 
hope for a measure containing such a pro- 
vision being passed by the legislature. 

“If a sweeping clause, granting the city 
the right of condemnation of traction prop- 
erties in order to take them over, could be 
passed,“ said he, the traction question 
could be settled in ninety days.“ 

It is likely that big Chicago delegations

one Bill Aims. to Make Challengers 
Pass on Who May Vote at Primaries 
—Other Paves Way for Employment 


|. of Irresponsible Men as Officials in 


Polling Booths—Judge Carter and 
Members of Board Find the Plan 
‘Objectionable, 


Two bills seeking to amend the election 
laws. which control in Chicago are pending 
before the state legislature, and election 
officials assert that their enactment will 
endanger the safeguards which, after years 
of effort, have been thrown about primary 
elections, 

One bill, it is held, aims practically to take 
out of the hands of the judges of the pri- 
mary districts the right of determining who 
may cast ballots at primary elections and 
to vest this power in the challengers of the 
various parties who are in the polling places. 
It would open the way to obstruction tactics, 
it is contended, which would prevent voters 
from reaching the ballot box. ‘ 

An excuse given for the proposed step is 
that the amendment would make these chal- 
lengers “officers of the County court,“ but 
the bill is so worded that no record nor trace 
whatever could be kept of these men, who 
could allow or reject votes at will. In ad- 
dition extra election expenses are provided, 
the bill carrying the provigion that chal- 
lengers shall receive $1 for services on each 
election day, the money to come from the 
public funds. 3 

The second bill, it is charged, aims at pav- 
ing the way for using floaters as election 
officials in various wards. It strikes from 
the present law the provision requiring that 
judges of election be householders.“ Judge 
Carter and members of the election board 
are outspoken against the measures. 
said that champions of the amendments 
have been circulating the report at Spring- 
field that the board of election commiesion- 
ers favors the amendments, The two mem- 
bers now in the city—Commissioners Judge 
and Malley—assert that they never have 
been consulted regarding the pending bills. 

House bill 273, amending the primary 
law, passed the house and has bean sent to 
the senate,” said Judge Carter. “It is a 
bad measure. It places in the hands of the 
challengers on primary day practically the 
sole authority to decide who shall vote with- 
out being compelled to swear in their votes.“

Angry ‘Crowd Calls for Rope 
and Threatens Vengeance 
on Charles Hobbins.

EXCITING TIME IN DEPOT. 


Police Arrive. and Rescue the 
Man Who Brutally Attacked | 
| Miss Ida Johnes.

„Get a rope! Lynch him! Lynch him!” 
An angry crowd of more than a hundred 
persons in the Grand Central station last 
night shouted this threat against Charles 
Hobbins, and a squad of policemen from the 
Harrison street station arrived just in time 
The cause of the general outburst of anger 
was an attack which Hobbins had just made 
on a young woman, alleged to be bis flancée, 
who gave the name of Ida Johnes and who 
said she lived at 269 Dearborn avenue. 
Miss Johnes went to the station at 7 p. m. 
in answer to a telegram which she later sald 
probably had been sent by Hobbins, who was 
in the depot when she arrived, and who at: 
once engaged her in conversation. 


Strikes Girl in Fac. 


While they were standing together in the 
woman's waiting room Hobbins is reported 
to have said: 

If you will not marry me I shall see that 
you marry no one else.“ ; 

With that, eye witnesses say, hé rushed at 
her and struck her several heavy blows, even 
striking her as she was falling. Her nose 


bruised, and she was almost unconscious. 
Crowd Falls on Hobbins. 


the cries of Miss Johnes, were responded to 
by the crowd, which leAped upon Hobbins, 
‘knocking him to the floor, and there using 
fists and feet. Women then cheered and in 
the excitement some one called fora rope. 

He knocked down a girl; lynch him!“ was 
the cry. 

The call was instantly taken up, and within 
a minute the crowd, greatly increased in 
numbers was trying to take the man out of 
the door. His coat was torn from his back 
and his shirt torn into ribbons. 

Hobbins struggled flercely. He struck out 
about him, but was being overpowered when 
the patrol wagon arrived and six policemen 
bore down on the struggling men. 


Rescued by Police. 


The crowd sought to evade the patrolmen 
by turning toward another door, but here 
again it was met by policemen, strengthened 
by the station guards. Using their clubs to 
clear the path, the men in uniform reached 
those holding Hobbins and with a rush took 
the prisoner. 

Hobbins was badly bruised, was bleeding 
from many wounds, and was scarcely able 
to stand. He was taken to the Harrison 
street station and into Lieut. Gallagher's 
office, but refused to make a statement. He 
lives at 280 Erie street, is a brass molder, and 
28 years old. | 


. Lured to the Depot. 


Miss Johnes told Lieut. Gallagher that for 
over a year she had been courted by two 
men. Hobbins was one of them, but she 
would not reveal the name of the other. She 
said that several months ago she became en 
gaged to Hobbins. 

Following the engagement, she said, she 
still received attentions from the other young 
man, and the rivalry came to a climax yes- 
terday. Miss Johnes says that she received 
a telegram signed by Hobbins’ rival. It re- 
quested her presence at the Grand Central 
depot, and informed her that the signer was 
about to leave the city. 

Miss Johnes said she went to the depot 
with the belief that the telegram was genu- 
ine, but was met by Hobbins. 

Hobbins was first charged with assault, 
but Miss Johnes said she would not appear 
to prosecute, and the charge of disorderly | 
conduct was added, on which Hobbins prob- 
ably will have a hearing today. Miss Johnes 
said she would return to her home at 259 
Dearborn avenue, but no such number could 
be found.

MARINE FIREMEN’S STRIKE OVER 


Men Will Report for Duty et Every 
Port Affected Today—Wage |

Buffalo, N. V., April 17.—The strike of ma- 
rine firemen, which for nearly three weeks 
has delayed navigation on the great lakes, 
was ended tonight. Tomorrow the strikers 
will report for duty at every port on the 
lakes. Peace comes as a result of arbitra- 
tion, and both the strikers and Lake Car- 
riers’ association, against which the strike 
was directed, make concessions. By to- 
day’s settlement the men will be paid $47.50 
per month until Oct. 1, and $65 per month 
from then to the season’s end. The firemen 
waive their right to payment of 25 cents 
an hour overtime—that is, for work done 
when not on duty—which was offered to 
them by the carriers when the $45 scale was 
determined upon.

More Arrests at Mayaguez. 

Additional arrests have been made at 
Mayaguez of officials accused of perjury, 
forgery, and larceny. All those arrested 
were held in heavy bail. 

Sefior Raez, commissioner of public works, 
was arrested and held in $16,000 bail in ad- 
dition to the bonds of $35,000 he has already 
furnished on other charges in connection 
with the frauds. 

Mayor Mateo Fajardo of Mayaguez also 
has been arrested on three charges of fraud.

THE IRISH AND THE LAND BILL. 

The enthusiasm for the Wyndham land 


_ purchase bill shown by the Irish nationalist 


convention in Dublin yesterday testifies to 
the real nature of the Irish question. It is 
primarily agrarian and not political. If the 
English government had consented to the 
transfer of the landlords’ estates to the ten- 
ants. twenty years ago it is possible that 
home rule would never have beaten a liberal 
administration or created a unionist party. 
John Redmond said to the conyention: 
“There are in the lives of nations, as 
there are in the lives of individuals, oppor- 
tunities which, once lost, can never be re- 
gained. Such an occasion I believe the pres- 
ent to be.” If the Irish get the land they 
will-have won the substance of the freedom 
for which they have fought, even if the 
English retain the shadow of dominion. 
The restoration of an Irish parliament can 
wait. It is of much more importance to 
get the land. When that has been secured 
the pafliament will be likely to come. 
“The British government proposes to take 
a great and unprecedented step toward un- 
doing the wrongs done Ireland in the past, 
but the work can only be carried to comple- 
tion by the codperation of the Irish them- 
selves. Mr. Wyndham’s bill may not be in 
al respeets what all the tenants wish it to 
be, but they may safely intrust their inter- 
ests to their representatives in parliament, 
Who will not be so unreasonable as to reject 
nineteen-twentieths of the loaf because they 
cannot get it all.

County superintendents of 
schools have been paid out 
perintend- of the $1,000,000 raised an- 
entsina mnually by taxation for the 
ser aces support of public sehools 
Re throughout the state. They. 
have been drawing out of that fand from . 
$140,000 to $150,000 yearly. The different 
county boards audit the accounts of the 
superintendents and send them to the auditor 
of state, who pays che bills out of the school 
fund. The legislature proposes to change 
the system, making the counties-pay the 
superintendents’ expenses and thus increas- 
ing by about $130.000 the amount expended 
on the education of the children. The super- 
intendents are enraged. They are organizing 
to compel the legislature ‘to abandon its in- 
tention, They prefer the present system of 
payment. They know that if the county had 
to pay their expenses their accounts would 
be: much more closely scrutinized than at 
present, and they would net get 80 much 
money as they do. ‘The fact that the county 
boards will keep a more careful watch on 
the superintendents than they do now is one 
reason why the change should be made. 
Furthermore, it is high time to increase the 
expenditure for public school purposes. The 
school fund has been $1,000,000 a year fora 
long time in spite of the great increase in the 
number of children of school age. The gen- 
eral assembly. micht well have made the 
8 a million and a half and or- 
dered that every cent of it be used for the 
benefit: of. children. It is not prepared to 
do that, but it proposes to let the children 
have the entire amount of the $1,000,000 
school fund, and it should stick to its plan, 
no matter how indignant the county super- 
intendents may be. Each county should take 
care of its own superintendent out of county 
funds,

. excites some little speculation and comment, 
not only at Rome but. also at the’ various 
European courts. *

Among the applicants are Princess Louise 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, whose appeal was 
filed before the scandal which resulted in her 
being placed under restraint at Dresden as 
a lunatic.

was forced against her will into the marriage 
by her father, King Leopold, who left her 
no choice. 

Subsequently Prince Philip of Same-Coburg 
wished to take advantage pf this evidence 
furnished by his wife in o to rid himself 
of her, but owing to differences with his 
father-in-law, King Leopold, on the subject 
of money matters, the Belgian monarch 


always opposed the grant of a decree of an- 


nulment by the vatican, and the papacy, be- 
ing anxious to remain on good terms with 
the Belgian monarch, absolutely declined to 
give way to ree Philip's demands. 

Then there is the American born princess 
of Monaco, formerly Alice H of New 
Orleans, who wishes to get #reé, as far as 
the church is concerned, from her 5 — 
to the present ruler of ‘Monaco, her object 
being, of course, to wed some one eise, prob- 
ably the composer upon whom she has show- 
ered so many favors, It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether she will get her decree from 
the church,.for she -was a, perfectly fr 
agent in marrying the prince of Monaco de | 
knew quite well what she was about.

Durnell was 
with him, and their visit to the jockeys’ room 
was to find out the reason for the 2 year old’s 
poor showing, so they could wire to Louis- 
ville to Mr. Corrigan. 

Coburn told the judges, however, that 
Herz when leaving the room said to him: 1 
have bet $100 on Golden Rule for you,” and 
went to stand immediately.

LMOST a hundred years ago there ap- 
peared in France the confessions of 
a curious manqué, prepared in the 
form of a correspondence, and en- 
titled Obermann.“ They were the 
work of Etienne Pivert de Senancour, who, 
like Amiel and Saint-Martin, appears to 
have passed his life in making prepdrations 
for living.“ Of delicate and melancholy 
sentiment, and an unreserve which permits 
the reader to look back of the first to the sec- 
ondary or tertiary mofive of each action, 
these letters have won some celebrity in 
several countries. Now they find a transla- 
tion at the hands of Arthur Edward Waite, 
author of the Life of Louis Claude de 
Saint-Martin,“ and a critical introduction, in 
which no extraordinary claim is made. It 
is a book,” says Mr. Waite, ot the sorrows 
and aspirations of the soul, not less impor- 


spiritual experience we shall still leave him

Senancour is a man of whom Matthew 
Arnold wrote at almost his best of sympathy, 
and he is, possibly, a man whom Arnold over- 
‘estimated. Arnold, when enumerating the 
seers of his “‘ troubled day,“ found only three 
who had contrived to see the path before 
them, and one of these was Senancour. It 
appears to be true enough that Senancour 
had white visions, and that he contrived to 
behold man divested of the system which 
civilization has -built up about him for his 
concealment and bewilderment, but it is dif- 
ficult after all, to agree with Arnold in his 


estimate of the author of Obermann.“ For 


he does not ultimately attain any peace save 
that which is born of philosophic surrender 
to despair. By ceasing to be he avoids suf- 
fering—and first and last he is eager toavoid 
suffering. He is not the man’s part, and for 
all of its fine spiritual perceptions and his 
subtle debatings, his listening ear, and lifted 
eve, he does not arrive at anything sig- 
nificant. That which he beholds is, no doubt, 
the uttermost blue, and that which he hears 
may be the music of the spheres, but neither 
one nor the other helps a man to act his 
sturdy part. Mr. Waite observes, truly 
enough, that only the initiated can perceive 
the meaning of these confessions. It is well 
for the author to forstall criticism by saying 
that his letters are outside of the concern 
of the uninitiated and of interest only to the 
adepts, but that can not prevent those who 
have rejected the contemplative life from 
claiming that the higher knowledge and hap- 
piness is the result not of an eating curiosity 
but of a calm and hearty application to the 
days work.

MISS WILKINS’ GHOST TALES. 
“ The Wind in the Rose Bush,” and other 
Creepy Stories. 

‘ For some time the public has been looking 8 

. forward to the appearance in book form of 

4 the ghost stories of Mary E. Wilkins, which 

4 Rave been coming out in the recent maga- 

gines. Under the title of the first story, 
“The Wind in the Rose Bush,“ they are now. 
published six stories in all. Ghost stories 
mie so plentiful nowadays that they fail to 
‘ rouse that pleasant sense of creepiness and 
horror which they used to do formerly; 
these tales, however, have something apart 

&§ from the usual sort, which is to be expected 

considering the author's style, which so pe- 

culiarly her own cannot fall to attract where 
others would not. 

There is one thing which all the stories 

dem to have in common; whether this is 

meant to be the state of affairs or not cannot 

bedecided. This is the story setting. Houses 

1 geem to be the favorite haunt of Miss Wil- 
1 kine’ ghosts. This similarity gives a sort of 

uniformity to the whole book, and detracts 
from the originality of it. 

The characters, too, have much in common 
Mm that they are usually prosaic, matter of 
fact enough people, not at all given to prying 
into the spirit world. Every day sort of 
people they are who would be stupid in real 
life were they not seen through the eyes of 
one who makes them by their common- 
Piaceness tragic, or interesting, or divert- 
ing, as the case may be. This subtle art 
seems to be one peculiar to the New Eng- 
land writers, such as Laura E. Richards or 
Sarah Orne Jewett. Miss Wilkins’ book has 
the atmosphere of a New England village 
with its quaintness and staleness.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Estimated receipts for today are: Wheat, 
25 cars; corn, 0 cars; oats, 9% cars; hogs, 
12,000, 

Wheat traders were inclined at the opening 
to consider the reported closing of the Min- 
neapolis flour mills as a bearish factor, on 
the consideration that they grind about 
900,000 bu of wheat weekly, and that this 
amount would remain in the visible supply 
mestead of going out of sight in the flour 
stocks. The feeling became stronger when 
it became known that the two largest mills 
in Chicago would shut down, The closing 
in Minneapolis was ascribed to the discrim- 
ination in vessel rates against fiour, which 
has to pay 9c a hundred freight, or nearly 
three times the rate on wheat, which is 2c 
per bu. The closing of the local mills was 
attributed more frankly to the poor flour 
demand and the fact that stocks of flour 
are piling up, and it is impossible to sell 
them. The discrimination in the freight 
rates, however, is enough to cut down the 
export demand materially for the benefit 
of the foreign miller. 

While there seemed to be a big export de- 
mand for wheat all over the country and 
from all parts of Europe, it was noteworthy 
that it was mainly for spring wheat from 
the united kingdom and local houses which 
have been doing a large business, for both 
old crop and new crop shipments of winter 
wheat via gult ports were out of the mar- 
ket, with bids trom foreigners lower than 
they were the day before. At the close 
Lohrke confirmed 81 loads sold for export, 
30 at Duluth, 26 of Manitoba wheat at Tor- 
onto, 6 at St. Louis, and 19 at the seaboard 
and elsewhere, possibly including 5 loads 
ot No. 3 hard winter sold here. There were 
rumors of bids for 250,000 bu hard winter 
wheat here on a working basis. 


Not Openly Fighting Corners. 


Most of the members of the board of trade 
alleged to de most interested in a plan to 
oppose corners in grain or provisions 
deny all knowledge of the formation of any 
association or the subscription to any fund 
looking to that end H B. Slaughter, John 
B. Soott. Charlies Counselman, Henry W. 
Rogers, and John J. Bryant are among those 
said to have formed an association with this 
object in view. All of them deny any active 
interest in such a plan. They are said to see 
peril ahead for the board of trade because 
of the domination of the markets by such 
heavy traders as the Armours, the Cudahys, 
and Patten, all of whom have heretofore } 
been interested in manipulated articles. 
There is, however, 4 general sentiment on 
change that state laws and board of trade 
rules against corners be enforced. On this 
subject Mr. Slaughter said yesterday: ‘‘ The 
trade unquestionably wants the rules regard- 
ing corners enforced. The same law which 
makes bucket shopping a crime makes cor- 
ners illegal. We want a marginal commit- 
tee to hear evidence and astablish the real 
value of grain. This is sometimes done, but 
not always. Commenting on this, President 
Chandler id: Members always have a 
remedy in the rules of the board. If they 
think any commodity is cormered they can 
always appeal to the directors and have an 
inquiry.inio the.real conditions. Any agi- 
tation now may result in another proposition 
to admit a different or a lower grade as de- 
liverable on contracts at a discount, but I do 
not favor it. This plan has been tried many 
times, and the fact has always been made 
clear that the overwhelming sentiment of 
the board is in favor of a strict maintenance 
of grades.“ James A. Patten says: “I cer- 
tainly hope a way may be found to prevent 
corners. I am short and don't want to see 
prices go up.“

It is announced from New York that, al- 
though earnings of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company for the first quarter were at 
the rate of over 11 per cent on the common 
stock, no dividends will be paid this year.
